Do cto rs an d Sch o lars Declare Ag ain s 
Its In d iscrimin ate Use. 
There was one feature of tlio nine­ 
teenth annual meeting of the Amer- 
can Humane society, which was re* 
cently held in the city of Minneapo­ 
lis, says the New York Independent, 
which was of special interest to all 
who have paid even b ut cursory a t­ 
tention to the sub ject of vivisection. 
This feature was the report of the 
medical committee of the national 
organization on the vivisection in­ 
vestigations made b y the committee 
during the 
year. 
The committee 
set out to ascertain the views of 
some two thousand leading phyM*- 
cians, medical 
practitioners, au­ 
thors, ministers, college presidents 
and teachers in various parts of this 
country and England on the vivisec­ 
tion question. 
It presented in its 
report a collation of the interviews 
thus ob tained. 
It would b e quite natural to expect 
antagonism to vivisection on the 
part of the memb ers of the Humane 
society, b ut it was hardly to b e ex­ 
pected, at least such would b e the 
conclusion of those who have upheld 
vivisection, that over five hundred 
of the two thousand persons inter­ 
viewed should pronounce emphatic­ 
ally in favor of a total ab olition of 
vivisection. 
Yet such was the case, 
and some very prominent people 
were among the numb er. 
And, in­ 
deed, a still more significant fact was 
this, that only ab out two hundred 
and forty of the entire two thousand 
were in favor of the unrestricted viv­ 
isection which is claimed as the sci­ 
entific prerogative of the medical in- 
vestigator. 
The pith of the collated expression 
from some of the most noted scien­ 
tific and medical men of the day was 
found in this: It is cruel and wrong 
to inflict torm ent upon living ani­ 
mals simply to illustrate well-known 
physiological facts, or as a method 
of research into curious physiologic­ 
al phenomena which have no con­ 
ceivab le relation to the cure or treat­ 
ment of disease.

Niches were cut in the sides 
of the passage w^ays and the rooms, 
and sometimes even in the floor, 
and each

was hermetically 
sealed in the rock cavity prepared 
for 
it. 
These catacomb s were 
all

There 
are

six of them, and the b odies are b u­ 
ried from twenty to ninety feet b e- 
low the surface, thefe b eing from 
one to five series of levels, one b e­ 
neath the other. 
It is estimated 
that from four to seven millions of 
persons were b uried in these places.

FRANCE’S DRINK BILL 


O ver 112 Q uarts o f Wine Per Person 
Consum ed In O n e Year. 
A statistician has 
been .at the 
trouble to ascerUiin what quantity 
of wine, cider or alcoholic sp irits is 
consumed annually' by each inhabi­ 
tant of France. 
During the last 
year nearly 4,3(M),000.000 liters of 
grap e juice was drunk, which av­ 
eraged 112 liters p er p erson. 
A 
liter is more than a quart. 
Paris heads the list, with the av­ 
erage of 2G4 liters a citizen, while in 
the dep artm ent of the Var they are 
only one quart less. 
On the con­ 
trary, wine-imbibing has fallen very 
low in ^ e d in the Onie dep artment, 
where each man, woman or child is 
p ut down for only seven liters in the 
y'ear, and none of the northwestern 
districts show a much better record. 
But here they make up in the con­ 
sump tion of cider for what they' have 
failed to accomp lish with the wine 
cup . 
The Manche de]iartmcnt comes 
out first, with the very^ resp ectable 
total of 410 liters of cider for each 
inhabitant, and all along the Nor­ 
mandy' coast and toward, the Belgian 
frontier the average remains at a 
very high figure. 
On the other 
hand, there are 35 dep artm ents in 
France where no eider is drunk at 
all. 
Coming to the sp irit drinking, 
each inhabitant is rep resented as 
disp osing of about four liters and a 
third in the course of twelve months. 


Potato Pie. 


Peel and slice as many' p otatoes as 
are needed to make a meal for the 
family'. 
Add enough sliced onions 
to season to taste, and some thin 
strip s of an,y kind of meat that will 
cook quickly. 
Line a baking p an 
with good light p ie crust, then p ut 
in a layer of p otatoes and onions, 
and scatter in some of the strip s of 
meat (or any sort of cold cooked 
meat may be used); season with salt 
and p ep f)er, add more p otato, and so 
continue until the basin is full. Pour 
in enough water (or any good gravy 
that may be on hand) to nearly' 
cover the vegetables, cover with a 
top crust of dough, and bake the p ie 
until the vegetables and meat have 
had time to cook thoroughly and the 
crust is nicely browned on top .—

CROP BULLETIN. 


Ch in ch Bu g s Are Do in g Damag e 
So me o f th e Co u n ties. 
in 


The crop bulletin issued by the 
Missouri Section, Climate and Crop 
Service, Weather Bureau, for the 
week ending June 27, says: 
The past week averaged some­ 
what warmer than usual except over 
a fe^ of the east central and west- 
central counties, where the temper­ 
ature was slightly deficient. 
The 
rainfall was very unevenly distrib­ 
uted, some localities receiving less 
than 
half 
an 
inch, 
while 
quite 
heavy rains occurred a tew miles 
distant. 
At 
many points in 
the 
southern half of the state the rain­ 
fall for the week exceeded 2 inches, 
and in a few localities was over 4 
inches, but generally ;t ranged from 
on6-half inch to 2 inches, except in 
some 
ot 
the 
northern 
counties, 
where it was very light. 
In a few 
of the northern and western coun­ 
ties more rain is badly needed. 
Wheat 
cutting, 
stacking 
and 
thrashing and oat cutting and hay­ 
ing have been considerably retard­ 
ed in many counties by frequent 
showers, especially in the central 
and 
southern 
sections, 
while 
in 
others all work has progressed very 
favorably. 
In the southwestern counties the 
rains have been of much benefit to 
corn, and in most sections the crop 
is reported as growing nicely and 
considerable has been laid by. 
In 
some districts, however, especially 
in the eastern sections, corn on low 
and fiat land is m bad condition 
and some has been abandoned. The 
crop is very uneven, much of the 
early planted being in silk and tas­ 
sel, while 
some 
is 
not 
up 
yet. 
Chinch bugs are doing considerable 
damage in a few counties. 
Cotton, 
as reported last week, is doing finely 
in some counties, while in others it 
is 
looking badly, 
owing 
to wet 
weather and lack of cultivation. 


Oat cutting is about completed in 
many of tb^ southern and is now 
general in the central counties. The 
crop, as a whole, has been consid­ 
erably injured by rust. 
Flax IS generally doing well and 
some is beginning to ripen. 
Con­ 
siderable hay has been cut during 
the week, but in many districts the 
weather has been unfavorable for 
curing it. 
Pastures 
are generally 
good. 
Potatoes and gardens have been 
slightly damaged by dry weather in 
a few*^f the western counties, but 
as a rule are doing well. 
Winter apples are still falling in 
many counties, and there is some 
complaint that grapes and peaches 
are rotting badly.

Now that caudle shades are so 
much used new ideas in this line are 
very much in demand. 
One of the

little shades of feathers. 
The way 
this is done is very simple. 
First, 
cut a 
cardboard 
foundation and 
cover it with silk to match your 
feathers. 
This must be done very 
neatly. 
Then get some soft, long 
feathers from your poultry man, 
who will probably keep a few for you 
when plucking fowls if asked to do 
so; or, if you live in the country, and 
have a hen house of your own, all 
the better, as you can have as many 
as you like. 
Dye the feathers any 
artistic shade you fancy. 
When 
quite dry shake them out before a 
fire and sew them around the founda­ 
tion so that the long ends come far 
below it. 
Catch them here and 
there invisibly, so that they may not 
slip, and around the top twist baby 
ribbon and tie in a tiny bow at one 
side. 
The best colors and 
those 
which conceal the light least are 
scarlet and yellow. 
The little brass 
holders which fit on the candle and 
hold the shade in place can be bought 
anywhere for a small sum. 
Parrots’ 
feathers look charming 
on these 
shades and very good effects can 
also be obtained by using peacocks’ 
feathers, the lovely shades of blue 
and green looking quite delightful 
with the soft light underneath.

TO HOLD DAILY COUNCILS. 


The Convention Preliniioaries to Be 
Closely Watched—Msj. Totvles 
Talk s of the Work .

leaders of 
the 
democratic silver 
forces in the various states are here 
for their meeting, which is being 
held in the Sherman house in this 
city today , under tne auspices of 
the Bimetallic Democratic national 
committee. 
The meeting is not of as general 
a character as has been supposed. 
It is composed in a large 
of representatives of the bimetaii. 
committee, which w'as organized in 
Washington last August, and there 
will also be present other leading 
silver democrats, to whom invita­ 
tions have been especially extended. 
Commencing today , meetings will 
probably be held daily until the 
beginning of the convention and 
possibly while the convention con­ 
tinues, 
if there 
appears 
to 
be 
occasion for them. 
The general 
purpose of the meetings is to ex­ 
ercise a supervisory care over the 
interests of the silver cause in the 
democratic convention. 
The conference was first decided 
upon two months ago, when the sil­ 
ver people were not so sure of being 
able to control the convention as 
they are now, and when they con­ 
sidered it possible that it would be 
necessary in the protection of their 
interests to k eep an ey e upon the 
proceedings of the national demo­ 
cratic committe. 
It was considered 
important at that time that the sil­ 
ver people should have such a per­ 
fect understanding that there would 
be no doubtful moves made in the 
convention or elsewhere. Now they 
profess to feel so sure of their 
ground that they do not longer feel 
the 
necessity 
for such caution. 
Among the matters to which they 
propose to give their attention are 
the contests for seats in the conven­ 
tion made by silver men and the se­ 
lection of a temporary chairman of 
the convention and possibly later to 
the preparation of a platform and if 
necessary the selection of candi­ 
dates. 
Major T. O. Towles, of Missouri, 
who is secretary of the national bi­ 
metallic democratic committee, was 
among the arrivals y esterday . 
In 
conversation he said probably the 
first work of the committee would 
be the appointment of a sub-corn- 
mittee to confer with the national 
democratic 
committee, 
with 
the 
view to securing harmonious actions 
in the convention. 
“ Our 
committee,” said Major 
Towles, referring to the bimetallic 
organization, “ has done much of 
the work which has resulted in se­ 
curing a majority for silver in the 
convention, and we want to mak e 
sure the cause is protected in the 
convention. 
Whatever 
the 
pre­ 
dilections of the national committee, 
I suppose^ they 
will 
show 
no 
disposition to deprive the 
silver 
majority of the convention of its 
right to name the temporary chair 
man and to exercise other rights 
belonging to the majority , but if 
such a disposition should be mani­ 
fested it would be resented and the 
silver men would undoubtedly name 
a candidate of their own for presid 
ing 
officer. 
Furthermore, 
they 
would elect him. 
To prevent such 
a clash as this, or a clash upon any 
other point, it will be necessary 
that our organization should have 
an understanding with the national 
committee.” 
Major Towles has a high idea of 
the work which has been performed 
by the bi metallic committee. “ We 
have done what has never been done 
in the history of the country ,” he 
said today . 
“ We have reorganized 
the party on an economic question 
Heretofore when a number of men 
found themselves differing radically 
from the leaders of their party on 
questions of principle, they have 
found it necessary to separate from 
the parent organization and to or­ 
ganize a new party . 
We have rev­ 
olutionized the democratic party on 
the question of the currency , and 
are still in the rank s. 
That I con­ 
sider an achievement worthy of 
note.” 
Mr. Towles think s that when the 
test comes the silver men will be 
found to have the necessary two- 
thirds to nominate a presidential 
candidate. 
The bimetallic com­ 
mittee has from the first studiously 
eliminated the question of candi­ 
dates from its consideration, but 
they will tak e the matter in hand 
later if it appears necessary tç se- 
cure the nomination of a desirable 
man. 


Thele<,^end of theXewtowii pippin, 
say s the Brook ly n Ea^de, is as fol­ 
lows: 
“Nearly one bund red y ears 
af?o a member of the old Knick er­ 
bock er family of the Pells visited 
friends in Newtown, L. I., and, 
lik ing the appearance and flavor of 
an apple, presumably a seedling, 
which he found growing there, he 
took some seeds home with him. He 
was one of the large landed ]>roprie- 
tors of Dutchess county . 
The trees 
grew, and when they came into bear­ 
ing were k nown as Newtown apples 
or pippins. 
The old homestead de­ 
scended to Robert Livingstone Pell, 
who, it is said, had at one time 20,- 
000 Newtown pippin trees in bear­ 
ing. 
The apples were selected and 
pack ed with the greatest care, and 
a large proportion of them were sent 
to England, where they sold at fabu­ 
lous prices.” 
I'l is a peculiar fact that Newtown 
pippins will not thrive (‘xcejit in a 
few places on the island. They seem 
to require a peculiarly rich soil. R. 
R. and W. L. Brush at H untington 
have a rem ark ably fine orchard of 
this choice variety , while efforts to 
raise them a few miles farther to the 
east and south have failed. 
Large 
quantities of 
apples have 
been 
shipped this y ear from all the ship­ 
ping points along the north side of 
the island, but the prices realized 
have been, as a rule, very unsatis­ 
factory , especially for poor or per­ 
ishable varieties. 
The apple orchards of the island 
are located chiefly among the hills 
and valley s of the north side. There 
is a popular error to the effect that 
fruit will not do well on the south 
side, owing to the salt air and sea 
breezes from the ocean. There were 
formerly fine orchards, a t intervals, 
all the way from F ar Rock away to 
A m agansett, but the soil was light 
and easily exhausted and farmers 
never thought of fertilizing or caring 
for the apple trees; the result has 
been the old trees have gradually 
died out and have never been re­ 
placed with y oung ones. Occasional 
specimens of fruit trees or even 
small orchards m ay be found on the 
south side, which proves that it is a 
lack of fertilizer and care rather 
than the climate which has exter­ 
minated the large orchards of the 
south side of the island. 
Along the north side there are 
thousands of seedling apple trees, 
many of which have never been 
transplanted, the fruit of which is 
only fit for cider or to be fed to hogs. 
A few y ears ago this seedling apple 
crop was the delight of the small 
boy , who got five cents or ten cents 
a bushel for pick ing and assorting 
the fallen fruit, and, as a special in­ 
ducement, 'was allowed to ride to the 
cider mill on top of the load of ap­ 
ples. A favorite resort of the farmers 
of the north side was Howell's cider 
mill, at Smithtowii Branch. D uring 
the season a long line of farm ers’ 
wagons, loaded with apples, was 
usually waiting to be 
unloaded. 
They dumped in so many barrels of 
apples and had their cider barrels 
filled with an equivalent of fresh 
juice, as it ran from the mill. 
Some­ 
times they sold the apples, but the 
price was insignificant. 
The pick le 
factories now use largo quantities of 
cider and vinegar and have increased 
the value of cider apples very ma­ 
terially .

W1 liie there is iif) doul)t that, the 
prince of Wales’ victory of the Derby 
has been very |)0pular and tliat his 
maintenance of a racing stable has 
contriijuted to increase the alTection 
with which he is regarded by his 
country men, who are essentially 
a 
sport-loving nation, y et it is to be 
feared that his participation in con­ 
tests of the turf impairs that pres­ 
tige which eonstitut« 's the principal 
foundation of roy al thrones in these 
m odern times. 
For, from the very 
moment that an heir apparent en­ 
ters into a competition of this k ind 
he necessarily abandons for the nonce 
his ])rotensions to superiority 
of 
rank and places himself on the same 
level with those who are his rivals. 
Intellectual progress and enlight­ 
enment, which are now the order of 
the day , naturally tend to promote 
the sentiment of equality , to develop 
the conviction that all men are made 
of the same clay , and to strengthen 
the 
fiood-tido of democracy . 
It 
therefore behooves those wlio are in­ 
terested in the maintenance of the 
monarchical s\^stom to avoid every ­ 
thing that can 'weak en in any way 
the claim of roy al and imperial per­ 
sonages to superiority , and that can 
bring those illustrious l)eings down 
from their lofty pinnacle to the level 
of ordinary people. 
W hat is there better calculated to 
effect this than for the heir apparent 
to the throne of the mightiest em­ 
pire in the world to descend, figu­ 
ratively speak ing, into the arena for 
the purpose of matching his horses 
against those of people who are 
bound in the ordinary course of 
events to become Ins subjects at an 
early date? 
It is not a particularly edify ing or 
impressive spectacle to see the prince 
of Wales’ colors como in at the tail 
end of a race amid a storm of jeers 
and imprecations on the part of 
those who for motives of loy alty 
rather than of equine science have 
back ed the roy al horse. 
But, on 
the other hand, 'ivdien the latter wins 
the condition of affairs is almost 
equally unsatisfactory , since there 
must alway s be a suspicion that the 
victory of the prince’s horse is due 
rather to the anxiety to earn the 
goodwill of the future monarch of 
the empire than to 
m erit on the part of the horse. 
Thus, last y ear, when the prince 
won the Goodwood cup with Florizel, 
by no means a first-rate horse, the 
universal comment was that all the 
dangerous competitors 
had 
l>een 
scratched and that those who took 
their places at the starting line had 
not been pushed to the utmost, so 
that the prince for once, in a way , 
might have the satisfaction of win­ 
ning one of t he big races of the y ear. 
Again, 
with this y ear’s Derby , 
there are many people who will be 
inclined to believe 
that Leopold 
Rothschild did not strain every nerve 
to have his o'wn magnificent horse, 
St. Frasquiii, win, preferring to al­ 
low the prinfio’s Persimmon to come 
ill first. 
There may or may not be founda­ 
tion for til is impression. 
But most 
persons will be disposed to give 
credence to it, as tlie Rothschilds 
realize better than any one else the 
fact that their present agreeable 
status in the English great world 
and their exeelleiit social currency 
are entirely due to the efforts of the 
prince of Wales in their behalf. 
It 
is therefore hardly lik ely that so 
astute a financier and so clev^er 
a 
diplomat as Leopold Rothschild, who 
owes his memliership of the ultra

would

Thrilling moments are as various 
as human nerves and emotions.

heard a philosoplier discourse for
